The Tunis demonstrators 
waved banners inscribed in 
Arabic, French, English and 
Italian, and chanted intermit- 
tently “Evacuation” and “Long 
Live Bourguiba.” They were | 
headed by Neo-Destour Party 
officials. 


A local party official appealed 
to the crowd to march in an 
orderly manner. 


There were no incidents as 
the demonstrators marched past 
the U.S. Embassy, located near 
the Place Pasteur. 


But as the demonstrators left 
Neo-Destour Party headquarters 
and marched past the downtown 
U.S. Information Center, shouts 
of “B26!” rang out. Two youths 
waved a wheat sack similar to 
those in which American wheat 
arrives in Tunisia under a U.S. 
assistance program. The sack 
had “B26” painted on it in red.

Tunisia has charged that the 
French bombed Sidi Sakiet Sidi 
Youssef. with . American-built 
B26 bombers three year ago 
and that B26s6 were used to 
strafe Tunisians marching south 
to claim part of the Sahara 
Desert last month. 


The route also took the 
demonstrators past the French 
Embassy, whose tall iron gates 
have been locked for more 
than a month since Tunisia 
broke off diplomatic relations 
with France.

KYOTO (AP)—Soviet Deputy 

Premier Anastas Mikoyan said 

Sunday the Berlin problem can 

be settled peacefully but “If the 


United States uses force we will 
reply with force.” 


“When people want peace 
they can always find means to 
achieve this through negotia- 
tions,” Mikoyan told a news 
conference at the Miyako Hotel 
before leaving Kyoto for Tokyo. 

He said the Soviet Union is 
willing to guarantee—with the 
approval of the United Nations 
or a big power agreement—free 
right or access to Berlin. 

He did not specify the form 
of guarantee he was offering, 
but nothing he said indicated 
any change in the Kremlin’s 
position on Berlin. 

“Despite American threats we 
are still sure the Beriin pro- 
blem can be solved peacefully,” 
Mikoyan said. 

“West Berlin’ is under’ the 
fapitalist svstem and we feel 
people should have the system 
they want. We want to end the 
artificial situation that has las*- 
ed 16 years since the end of 
the war,” he said. 

“We want to establish a per- 
manent border between Ger- 
many, Czechoslovakia and Po- 
land recognized by internation- 
al law and not won by force,’ 
Mikoyan said. 

He said this was necessary be- 
cause the West Germans “are 
continually violating the bor- 
ders” and unless they were 
made legally permanent “the 
West Germans would continue 
violating them and this could 
lead to war.” 

“Only mad men can contem- 
plate the horrors of nuclear 
war.” he said, 

Mikoyan compared Berlin to 
a ‘protruding nail” and used-a 
Japanese proverb to make his 
point. 

“A protruding nail should be 
hammered down before it hurts 
someone. That's Berlin.” 

A Japanese reporter said the 
Japanese people were worried 
at reports Communist China’ 
may join the atomic club. 

“China has the right to join 
the atomic club as long as there

open a special debate on the 
North African dispute Monday 
morning. 


Anticipating only a few 
scattered negative votes, he 
Tunisians appeared confident of 
mustering the two-thirds 
majority needed for General 
Assembly endorsement of an 
Afro-Asian -resolution which 
already has 26 co-sponsors. 


The remainder of the 99 
members of the world pariia- 
ment, including France’s NATO 
allies, will likely abstain, the 
Tunisians said. 

France protested that the 
special session of the General 
Assembly was illegal, since the 
Security Council is still “seized” 
with the dispute, and announc- 
ed that its delegation will not 
participate in next week's 
debate. France further an- 
nounced that it will not be 
bound by the General As- 
sembly’s decision.

NEW YORK (AP)—The New 
York Herald-Tribune said Sun- 
day Soviet military forces are 
building up along the West 
German border. 


The newspaper said in a dis- 
patch from Berlin: 

“The buildup of Soviet Army 
units along the West German ' 
border was reliably learned ... 
to have involved Russian troop 
movements in the East German 
frontier provinces of Thuringia, 
Saxony-Anhalt and Mecklen- 
burg. 

“The frontier action does not 
appear to have involved the 
dispatch of additional Russian 
troops into Germany—a move 
which Soviet Premier Nikita S. 
Khrushrhev has threatened to 
take if the Berlin crisis should 
deteriorate further—but rather 
a redeployment of Soviet forces 
already present on East German 
territory.” 

The Herald-Tribune said the 
Soviet action has been accom- 
panied by a parallel reinforce- 
ment of East German Army 
forces in the same province.

U.S. Prepares to Launch 
2 Project Mercury Rockets 


CAPE CANAVERAL (AP)— 
With a pair of major launchings 
next week, the United States 
plans to try to send an unman- 
ned Project Mercury capsule 
Into orbit for the first time and 
to hurl aloft a space platform 
which a payload will be fired 
deep into space. . 


Both shots are basic steps in 
a broad program aimed at plac- 
ing an American astronaut on 
the moon in this decade. 


The attempt to hoist the two- 
ton Mercury capsule into orbit 
and have it return automatical- 
ly to earth after a single circuit 
of globe is the start of a drive 
to place an American in orbit 
within a few months. 


The capsule will carry a small 
gray box called a crewman 
simulator which will “breathe, 
sweat and talk” much like a 
human passenger. 


If the shot is successful, a 
chimpanzee and then a man 
will be lofted into three-times- 
around-the-world orbits, hope- 
fully before the end of the year. 

An Atilas-Agena rocket will 
zoom skyward in an effort, to 
place the Agena second stage in 
a socalled “parking orbit.” 
When the Agena reaches a 
desired position on its course, 
it will re-fire and propel a pay- 
load called Ranger I toward a 
million-mile roundtrip journey 
into space. ' 

With 19520 working  elec- 
tronic parts, Ranger I is the 
most complex space package 
America’s scientists have devis- 
ed. Its purpose will be to test

Pump Using Solar Energy 


NEW YORK (AP)—A small 
metai box that turns the sun's 
heat into electricity to run irri- 
gation systems for sun-rich, 
water-poor tropical areas was 
announced Saturday. 

The sun pump, still under 
development, should be ready by 
the end of the year. It is de- 
signed to pump water from a 
depth of 20 feét to irrigate four 
acres of land with 24 inches of 
water a year. 

Or it could supply enough 
well water for the personal 
needs of 1,200 people—enough 
for five gallons of water per 
person every day. 

The sun pump was developed 
by Westinghouse Electric Corp. 
with the cooperation of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin's solar en- 
ergy laboratory. 

The metal box is a thermo 
electric generator. It can turn 
heat into electricity. It is held 
by rods at the focus of an eight- 
foot solar reflector, which loaks 
on a large scale like a flash re- 
flector for a camera. The sun's 
heat, focused on the black box, 
is converted to electricity which 
runs the pump. 

Westinghouse officials say the 
unit would need little mainten- 
ance and would have to operate 
only 10 hours a day, 250 days 


,out of the year to reach its 
| goals. It would, of course, not 


operate in cloudy weather.

The Defense Agency has de- 
cided to equip its coast guard 
craft with newly developed anti- 
submarine weapons such as 
DASH (unmanned helicopters), 
VDS (underwater sonars) and 
ASROC (antisubmarine  roc- 
kets), informed sources said 
Sunday. 

These antisubmarine weapons 
developed by the U.S. Navy re- 
cently will be granted to the De- 
fense Agency by the U.S. 

The informants said DASH, 
which is operated by remote 
control, has an attacking range 
of some 10 miles and a flight 
pange of 60 to 90 minutes, fly- 

g at a speed of some 90 miles 
per hour. 

DASH, two meters high with 
a wing span of two meters, 
shoot small, “homing” torpe- 
does which can automatically 
Spot its target and hit it. This 
weapon is retrievable. 

Vv is a newly developed so- 
nar which can detect subma- 
rines operating at great depths. 
It ig dragged behind the ship 
under./ater and is unlike the 
conventional sonar which is ope- 
rated aboard the ship. 

ASROC is an antisubmarine 
rocket, using torpedoes or depth 
charges as missiles. The mis- 
siles automatically detect its 
target. Its firing range is 10 
miles, informants said. .

The Foreign Office recently 
confirmed that the current 
South Korean ,administration’s 
stand toward improvement of 
the Japan-ROK /=relations is 
friendlier and more positive 
than those of its predecessors. 


It did so after studying a fact- 
finding report submitted by 
Toshikazu Maeda, chief of the 
Asian Bureau's northeast Asia 
section, who returned here from 
Seoul last week. 


Officials have discarded earlier 
hesitations over negotiations 
with the military junta. 


Now they reason that the 
junta’s announcement of its in- 
tention to transfer rule to a 
civilian administration in two 
years’ time “is indicative of its 
increased control of power and 
stability.” 


But it does not follow that 
the Foreign Office takes for 
granted that the South Korean 
military government has been 
completely stabilized. Instead, 
there still runs an undercurrent 
of thought that immediate re- 
sumption of talks should be 
avoided. 


As the Maeda report cited, 
however, there is the possibility 
of a harmful effect on the se- 
curity setup of the Free World 
in the Far East unless efforts 
are made to reconstruct the 
economy of South Korea. 

In other words, there is no 
alternative but to assist the 
military junta in the present 
South Korean crisis. 

From such considerations, the 
Foreign Office sees the necessity 
for Japan to enter into nego- 
tiations with the military junta. 

There is no foreseeable diffi- 
culty in arranging the prepara- 
tory negotiations, but the two 
countries may differ in substan- 
tive details for reopening of the 
talks. 

The Koreans will press for 
immediate opening of the full- 
dress Japan-ROK talks for nor- 
malization of relations, while 
Japanese negotiators would like 
to take a wait and see attitude 
on this problem. 

But both sides will probably 
agree to the dispatch of Japa- 
nese Government officials to

Home Comings and 


Goings 


This is the fourth in a series

‘Between trains, 12 hours in 
Khabarovsk: time to check in- 
to the Dalnyvostock Hotel on 
Karl Marx Street and to go 
round the town with Vera. 
She was about 23, small but 
wiry with a pretty, sulky face, 
solled blue eyes and unkempt 
blonde hair. She wore a green 
blouse and a black . costume. 
What with the car, her boss 
and the book, the first hour was 
a bit stiff, but when we walked 
and her boss went back to the 
office and she put her book in 
her bag things softened. Or 
was it the rain? We were 
caught in a shower and took 
sheiter in the Children’s Thea- 
ter. The caretaker said “This 
is not a parking place,” but 
allowed us to stand in the foy- 
er. So we looked and laughed 
at the animal cartoons round 
the walls and the people out- 
side getting wet. And looking 
through the rain-splashed win- 
dows there was time between 
laughing and chatting to re- 
member not laughing and chat- 
ting in the car. 


We had gone first to the 
bank and found it full of 
women. “But the men get paid 
too,” the official assured me as 
he sat under a portrait of Mr. 
Khrushchev. And then, after 
lunch, we had seen through, (1 
might have been under) glass 
the Lenin Square, Pushkin 
Street, the Hospital, the Rail- 
way Instifute, the Palace of 
Young Pioneers, Komsomol 
Square (with its Monument to 
the Heroes of the Civil War in 
the Far East, not quite as ugly 
as it sounds), the Children's 
Park, the new hostels and the 
newer flats. She said the book 
said the Amur River on which 
the town stands had been ex- 
plored by the 17th century pio- 
neer, Khabarov, the tall, mailed 
figure which looks suitably 
“heroic” on its slab of granite 
in the station square. (But un- 
suitably indecisive: about to put 
on or take off a huge fur cloak, 
and looking toward the oc- 
casional lorry passing the 
square as if this sparse traffic 
had to be braved). 


The city itself was founded 
in 1858. Vera herself came in 
1960. And now the population 
is 322,000. There are (in des- 
cending order) 7 institutes, 14 
technical colleges, 87 secondary 
and elementary schools and 158 
kindergartens. There seemed to 
be no dogs, bicycles or barbers. 
There are 3,714 doctors, 400 
shops, tens of thousands of 
sportsmen, 1,200,000 books in 
the Territorial Library, and 
apartments are being built at 
the rate of 250,000 square 
meters a year. 

Having been driven through 
this maze of figures and un- 
maze of streets we got out and 


walked into Lenin Stadium 
and the Park of Culture and 
Rest. The stadium opened in 
1957 and covers 34.2 hectares. 
Its amenities are impressive by 
any standards. Few peeple 
were about: two or three in the 
heated swimming pool, some on 
the terraces of the soccer-pitch 
where, no doubt, 25,000 would 
be for the Khabarovsk-Viadivo- 
stock game three days later. 
Others strolled, as we did, along 
the tree-lined avenues, or sat 
on the benches. On our right 
was the broad and beautiful 
Amur giving pleasure only to 
the fishermen lining its bank 
under the warm sun. One no- 
tice said; “No swimming” and 
no one swam; another said: 
“No litter” and it was so. If 
you did infringe the rules, Vera 
said, you would be picked up 
by one of the prefects, (those 
with red armbands) and fined. 

Following the promenade we 
went up to the russet and white 
tower perched on the cliff 
where revolutionary sympa- 
thizers had been shot In 1918. 
The cliff face was downy here 
and there with greenery and 
below on the shingly beach 
fishing boats were moored. A 
launch was coming alongside 
the white pier having crossed 
over from the low-lying stretch- 
es of the Amur valley. Now 
and then 4 motorboat disturbed 
the water and the silence. In 
the shell of an open-air theater 
lolling youths were entertaining 
themselves with some hollow 
quips, and the space for a lit- 
erary journal was empty be- 
tween copies of “Pravda” and 
“Our Russia.” The inside of the 
main gate showed signs of So- 
viet-Chinese amity and,,in the 
darkening sky, luminousness. 

Although it was still raining 
we ran like children from the 
Children’s Theater to the hotel. 
We had a coffee and cake and 
came out again with the sun. 
Bookshops were busy on Karl 
Marx street. I glanced at the 
“foreign” shelves: Wu Yun To’s 
“Son of the Working Class,” Pa 
Chih’s “The Family,” a “Sports 
Dictionary in Seven Languages,” 
and volumes of Verne, Merimee, 
Beranger, Sand, Maupassant, 
Dumas, Balzac, Standhal Zweig. 
The “English” section was 
sparse because, said the assis- 
ant, such books were sold al- 
most as soon as they were dis- 
played. So those that were left 
might give one a guide to what 
the Russian reader both reads 
and does not read: Dickens’ 
“David Copperfield” and “Amer- 
ican Notes,” Cronin’s “Citadel,” 
Jack London, Galsworthy, Oscar 
Wilde and “Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” 
(These, I was to learn, are old 
“favorites,” though “favorites,” 
implying choice, may not be 
the right word). 

On the counters were an ag- 
giomeration of more ephemeral 
stuff: a book on Cuba, “Partisan 
War,” (originally published in 
Madrid) and “Lumumba: Hero

of Africa.” On the highest 
shelf, out of reach of hand or 
pocket, were 14 handsome vol- 
umes of Marx and Engels. |! 
bought a pocket guide to the 
town which, Vera agreed, at 
¥100 was too much. 

We came full circle to Lenin 
Square. She tested me to see 
if I remembered the buildings 


As we looked round a pillar} 


advertising for announcing) 
some concerts a woman ap- 
proached me and asked for 
money. I was as taken aback 
as Vera. Going back to the 
hotel she asked whether I liked 


Russia. I1 said I did. “But 
there’s no place like home.” 
“Please feel at home here.” 
“There are no places like 
homes.” 


The boss was with her when 
she came to see me to the sta 
tion after dinner. And the car. 
And the bill: porter, ¥350, lunch 
and dinner, ¥2,500, hotel, ¥1,500, 
chauffeur ¥4,700. The boss sug- 
gested I pay in Moscow, and |! 
did not argue. In future I 
would walk, and that might not 
be so much of a hardship after 


a week on the train. At the 
station there was a_ tearful 
goodby: an old man with a 


red face, a warty nose and a 
cap like a sailor’s and his wife, 
thin and nervy were being 
kissed away. They—we might 
have been emigrating, going to 
a different world. Were we? 
I shooked Vera by the hand 
and waved. The boss was there 
and it was not raining.

Alpine Flowers of J apan 


By YUKI YAMAMOTO 


Midsummer in the Japan 
Aips is a paradise of gorgeous 
alpine flowers, carpeting the 
rocky terrain with myriad 


coiors right up the edge of the 


melting summer snow and its 
trickles of clear ice-cold water. 


Right near the snow the 
flowers will be bright and fresh 
and just reaching maturity, 
while only a few steps away 
where the snow melted just a 
little earlier, the same species 
will already be seeding, some 
with pods, some with twirling 
wisps of seed-carrying fibers. 
And in the profusion of their 
short-lived glory, these flowers 
symbolize the exhilaration and 
the harshness of alpine climate 
and terrain. 


There is something valiant 
and gallant in the brightness of 
their colors and in the haste 
with which they hurry from 
bud to flower to seed before the 
heavy snows seal them up again 
for the long winter to come. 

Certain regions of the Japan 
Alps are famed as _ treasure 
troves of alpine plants. The 
rare vellow-flowered alpine 
rhododendron is to be found in 
profusion along Karasawa val- 
ley which forms the alley up 
which climbers to the Hodaka 
peaks trudge. 

The pink heart-shaped flower 
“kemakusa” shaped somewhat 
like the  bleeding-heart, but 
growing so small and close to 
the ground that it is all but 
smothered amid the sharp dry 
gravel in which it grows, is

This tiny but regal little 
flower is the queen of alpine 
plants, while the alpine anemo- 
ne known as “hakusan-ichige” 
which prefers to grow in moist- 
er grassy terrain near the melt- 
ing snow, is often referred to as 
the king. 

“Chinguruma”™ is an adorable 
little plant with petals of glossy 


Almost lost 
rock, the tiny pink komakusa 
(Dicentra peregrina) is a 
miracle of survival in dry 
harsh terrain, 


amid loose 


white, possessing a gay and 
jaunty air. Its stamens grow 
in length after the petals have 
fallen, and twist themselves at 
the top in a peculiarly impish 
manner that make it seem like 
the head of a mischievous little 


pixy. This too prefers moist 
land and grows from right un- 
der the footsteps of the retreat- 
ing snow. 

The popular snow-valley 
route up the south side of Mt. 
Shirouma is famed for its “onha- 
na-batake” or fields of alpine 
flowers growing beside the 
snow; but unfortunately the 
route. is so popular that sec- 
tions have been wired off to 
protect the flowers from the 
indiscretions of some. 


But one of the most fascinat- 
ing and rewarding storehouses 
of alpine plants lie beyond this 
popular peak, to its north along 
a not-so-heavily traveled route 
that leads across the peaks of 
Mt. Yukikura and’ Mt. Asahi, 
names which mean little to 
climbers that seek the thrill 
of rock climbing or to those 
who enjoy boasting of climbs 
up peaks with more widely re- 
cognized names. 


But Mt. Yukikura is the joy 
of those who love the beauty 
of the bright, brave flowers of 
alpine heights. Snow and melt- 
ing water, lush green spaces 
covered with flowers, dry rocky 
inclines, all provide such a 
variety of conditions that the 
number of species of alpine 
plants to be seen here is almost 
all-inclusive. Some plants, such 
as the “miyama-murasaki,” a 
type of alpine forget-me-not, is 
rarely found elsewhere but are 
abundant at Yukikura, 


The flowers crowd each other 
in such dense profusion that 
it is almost impossible at times 
to take even a step off the 
path without crushing a few 
underfoot. To the tent-packer 


: 


Take 6,000 square miles of 
nothing but sand and rocks. 
Spread it out flat along the Per- 
sian Gulf where summer tem- 
peratures soar daily to about 
110 degrees. Give it about 100,- 
000 people, nearly all illiterate 
and uneducated. 


Then strike oil—lots of it. 

Suddenly there is money for 
everything. Ultramodern build- 
ings. Super highways. Schools 
and hospitals. Public welfare 
and private graft. 

It sounds like fiction. But it’s 
Kuwait, the tiny sheikdom 
which Prime Minister Abdul 
Karim Kassem of neighboring 


Iraq has claimed as part of his 


own country. With this threat, 
and subsequently as_ British 
troops poured in to protect it, 
Kuwait jumped into the head- 
lines of the world. So United 
Press International cameraman 
Peter Skingley took these pic- 
tures of contrasting old and 
new sights in the oil-happy state 
to illustrate the news behind 
the news of the takeover bid. 

Before World War II, the 
country struggled along with its 
only known resource, the Per- 
sian Gulf. In its steamy waters 
Kuwaiti divers fished up the 
Middle East's best pearls. On 
its shores carpenters bent im- 
ported wood (Kuwait had no 
trees) into graceful dhows for 
Kuwaiti mariners who traded 
wares from the Arabian Sea to 
India. At night Kuwaitis re- 
tired behind five miles of 14- 
feet high mud walls enough to 
protect a city that no one much 
wanted. 

Oil was first found in 1936, 
but because of the war it was a 
full decade later that Kuwait's 
ruler turned a_ silver-plated 
valve that sent the first Ku- 
waiti oil on its way to Western 
markets. 

Now, after 15 years, Kuwait is 
a different place. Pearl divers 
drive taxis. Only a few dhows 
are still being built; it takes

Aviation Notes and News 


Osaka-Hongkong Service 


Cathay Pacific Airways will 
inaugurate a direct service be- 
tween Osaka and Hongkong ef- 
fective Sept. 1, using Douglas 
DC6B aircraft. The direct 
service will be operated every 
Sunday. It will leave Osaka 
International Airport at 3:25 
p.m. every Sunday, arriving at 
Hongkong’s Kai Tak Airport at 
10:25 p.m. 

With the inauguration of this 
weekly nonstop service  be- 
tween Osaka and Hongkong, 
Cathay Pacific will be operating 
a total of three flights a week 
between Osaka and the British 
Crown Colony. 

The two other flights, cur- 
rently in operation between 
Osaka and Hongkong via Tai- 
pel, will remain unchanged, 

The spectacular growth of 
passenger and cargo traffic from 
the Kansai district to South- 
east Asia has made it possible 
for the airline to provide this 
additional service. 


London via Manila 


BOAC’s General Manager, 
Eastern Routes, Basil Bamp- 
lyide announced in Hongkong 
prior to his departure for To- 
kyo, that subject to Govern- 
ment approval BOAC will in- 
troduce a twice weekly service 
to London via Manila. 

The inaugural service from 
Tokyo is scheduled to depart on 
Nov. 2, and will continue from 
Manila through Singapore to 
Calcutta and thence via Kara- 
chi and Rome to London. 

This service will thus provide 
the first direct air link between 
Manila and Singapore. Services 
will be operated by Comet 4 
jetliners which have won them- 
selves a fine reputation for com- 
fort and reliability since their 
introduction into service on the 
Eastern routes in April 1959. 


TWA to Serve Hongkong 


The Civil Aeronautics Board 
has reaffirmed its earlier deci- 
sion as TWA a route ex- 
tension to Hongkong, and the 
measure has been approved 
by President Kennedy. 

The action was the only af- 
firmative decision as the board 
announced reopening of its 
trans-Pacific route proceedings 
to make new studies of service 
eager and capacity proposed 

y airlines in this part of the 
world. 

Meanwhile, TWA received ap- 
proval to suspend service tem- 
porarily to Bangkok and Colom- 
bo pending implementation of 
the extension of the route to 
Hongkong. 

Operating losses due to insuf- 


ficient traffic were cited in the 
suspension request, 

Approval by the governments 
involved must precede actual 
service to Hongkong. 


Pan Am Doing Well 


Pan American Airways’ trans- 
Atlantic traffic achieved an all- 
time peak during the four 
weeks ending July 15, accord- 
ing to Willis G. Lipscomb, Vice 
President, Traffic and Sales. 

Lipscomb said the airline car- 
ried 21 per cent more passen- 
gers across the North Atlantic 
during the comparable weeks 
of 1960. 

Also, during July, for the 
second month in a row, Pan 
American carried more than 
100,000 passengers through New 
York City to and from destina- 
tions around the world, the 
Caribbean, and South America. 

In June, for the first time in 
its history, Pan Am exceeded 
the 100,000 mark for traffic for 
New York International Airport, 
Idlewild, with 100,047 passen- 
gers. The July total, however, 
reached 120,950 passengers, a 
gain of nearly 25,000 over the 
total for July of 1960. 

Peak traffic was reported to 
both European points and to 
San Juan, Puerto Rico. The 
bulk of the trans-Atlantic traffic 
was carried aboard 144 jet 
flights per week. 


Air Mail Anniversary 


The British General Post Of- 
fice is to issue a commemorative 
post mark on Sept. 9 at Wind- 
sor to commemorate the 50th 
anniversary of the first air mail 
flight in Britain. 

This first air mail operation 
to be recognized by the British 
Government ran from Sept. 9 
to Sept. 26, 1911, flying mail in 
each direction between London 
and Windsor.

Meter Vruck Handbook 


Reveals Amazing 


Facts

DETROIT—The number of 
trucks in the United States has 


doubled since the end of World 


War II and now stands at 
fraction under 12 million. 


Despite this tremendous in- 
crease the ratio of trucks to 

ssenger cars on the nation’s 
ighways has decreased steadily 
since the peak year of 1948. In 
that year trucks represented 
184 per cent of all motor 
vehicles. By last year the per- 
centage had slipped to 16.2. 


These and a vast amount of 
other statistics on trucks are in- 
cluded in the 1961 edition of 
“Motor Truck Facts,” just 
issued by the Automobile Manu- 
facturers Association. 


The AMA says special taxes 
on the 11,967,688 trucks amount- 
ed to $2,967 million in 1960, or 
roughly one-third of the total 
taxes paid by and on motor 
vehicles. These taxes included 
$1,082 million to the Federal 
Government in the form of ex- 
cise levies and $1,885 million to 
state and local governments for 
such things as registration fees, 
as taxes, city and count 
licenses and bridge, tunnel, 
ferry and road tolls. 

Truck production in the 
United States last year totaled. 
1,190,313 units, the industry's 
sixth best year. The all-time 
record was 1,417,368 in 1951. 

Operators are using trucks 
longer now than ever.* The 
average age of all trucks on 
the road is 7.7 years against 5.6 
years in 1941, Additionally, in 
1941 only 184° per cent of all 
trucks in use were 10 years old 
or older. Last year a whopping 
31.8 per cent of all trucks were 


at least 10 years old and 4.8 per 
cent were 18 years old or older. 

Some 430,000 trucks still in 
use were bullt prior to World 
War Il, 

Figures from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture show that 
2.8 million trucks, or slightly 
more than one-fourth of the 
total, are farm trucks. Ten 
years ago farms had 2.2 million 
trucks. 

In contrast to American pas- 
senger cars, trucks still are a 
major export item for United 
States vehicle manufacturers. 
Last year only 2.2 per cent of 
passenger car production was 
exported while 18.6 per cent, or 
one in every six trucks, was 
exported. 

Total export volume for 
trucks last year was at an all- 
time high of 215,841 vehicles. 
The percentage of total produc- 
tion devoted to export was the 
highest in 1930—22.7 per cent. 

razil was the No. 1 customer 
for United States exporters, tak- 
ing almost 50,000 trucks last 
year. South American countries 
took a total of 111,336 trucks 
from this country. 

The United States is the 
world’s largest truck producer 
with Japan second, Great 
Britain third and West Germany 
fourth. Total world production 
outside the United States, how- 
ever, was almost double the 
U.S. total in 1960. 

Some 57,000 companies operate 
fleets of 10 or more trucks. The 
largest of these is the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. with 
78,400 units. A distant second, 
according to AMA figures, is 
Continental Baking Co. with 
10,002,

Veteran Dies

Japan Mail 
Christened 


The S.S. Japan Mail, a new 
addition to the American Mail 
Line fleet, was christened and 
launched last Tuesday at the 
Todd “shipyards in San Pedro, 
Calif. 


The Japan Mail is the second 
of three combination cargo-pas- 
senger vessels being built by 
Todd for the American Mail 
Line. The others are the Wash- 
ington Mail, christened in May, 
and the Philippine Mail, due for 
her champagne bath in October. 

The three ships will make 
regularly scheduled calls at key 
ports throughout the Far East. 
Japanese ports which will be 
serviced by the vessels include 
Yokohama, Kobe, Osaka, 
Nagoya and Shimizu. The ships 
will also call on port cities in 
Taiwan, Hongkong, Korea, Oki- 
nawa and the Philippines. 

The three ships will carry 
their Far East cargo to port 
cities in Washington, Oregon 
and British Columbia. 

According to Capt. S. J. Swan- 
son, chief of the AML planning 
division, each of the new ships, 
officially described as “Mariner 
Class Improved Cargo Liners,” 
is being built at a cost of about 
$13 million. 

Speed on the builders’ trial 
run is expected to reach 24 
knots, thus insuring the service 
speed of 20 knots for which the 
ship is designed, Swanson said.

Big Shipbuilding Program 


The Transportation Ministry 
last week set the tonnage of 
,oceaa-going ships to be built 
‘under its supported 18th post- 
| war annual shipbuilding pro- 
| gram (1962-63) at a record 800,- 
_00C gross tons. 
| The planned tonnage is the 
highest since the construction 
| of merchant ships with Govern- 
,men* financial support got un- 
der way in 1947, 


'| The ministry said the ambiti- 


ous program has been adopted 
because unless the tonnage of 
ships commensurate with the 
growth of other industries in 
general was built, an increasing 
amount of cargo would be 
carried by foreign-flag ships, 
‘sending Japan's international 
balance of shipping payments 
deeper into the red. 


| Emphasis in the 18th pro- 
\gram would be placed on oil 
tankers and specialized carriers 
designed chiefly to carry in- 
‘dustrial raw materials import- 
ed, according to the ministry. 


Ministry authorities said that 
| of the 800,000 tans proposed for 
| the 18th program, 620,000 tons, 
or 78 per cent, would consist 
of 200,000 tons in oil tankers 
and 420,000 tons in specialized 
carriers, with the remaining 
180,000 tons consisting of 130,- 
000 tons in cargoliners and 50,- 
(000 tons in general-purpose 
| tramps. 

The ministry estimated the 
tonnage of ocean-going mer- 
chant ships to be built without 
the help of Government loans— 
on a self-financed basis—during 
fiscal 1962 at 200,000 tons 
against the 320,000 tons expected 
in fiscal 1961. 


This would bring the total 
of ocean-route merchant ships 
to be built wih or without 
Government support by Japa- 
nese companies during the next 
fiscal year to about one million 
tons. Construction of this 
wmuch tonnage is estimated to 
save the nation about $60 mil- 
lion in foreign exchange a year, 
according to the Transportation 
Ministry.

Government Loans 


The ministry also announced 
its decision to seek ¥36,500 mil- 
lion in Government loans (De- 
velopment Bank of Japan loans) 
for fiscal 1962 to help finance 
the 18th program (1962-63). 


According to its plans, ship- 
owners may borrow up to 70 
per cent of the necessary build- 
ing fund for cargoliners and 
up to 50 per cent for other 
types of ships—general-purpose 
tramps, bulk carriers and oil 
tankers. 


The ministry also said it 
would ask for a budgetary ap- 
propriation of ¥2,600 million for 
fiscal 1962 to provide shipown- 
ers with interest differentials 
against their outstanding ship- 
building loans for the 12th 
(1956-57) to 18th (1962-63) pro- 
grams. 


According to present plans,

Reconstruction Scheme 


Agriculture and Forestry Min- 
ister Ichiro Kono was reported 
recently to have proposed the 
Government purchase of uneco- 
nomical ships as a scheme to 
help reconstruct the local ocean 
shipping enterprises saddled 
with heavy debts. 


Kono, one of the influential 
factional leaders of the ruling 
Liberal-Democratic Party, re 

rtedly said that about ¥100,- 
boo million in Government ap- 
propriations could be sought for 
such purchases. 


Kono made his reported state- 
ments during a recent confer- 
ence with a group of business 
leaders in Kobe, 


The agriculture minister has 
recently shown increased inter- 
est in shipping problems.

Increased Freight Income 


The freight raise decided last 
week by two Far East-North 
America freight conferences, 
effective~Nov. 1, would result 
in an estimated ¥2,500 million 
more freight revenue a year 
for the Japanese shipping in- 
dustry, shipping observers esti- 
mated. 


The Japan-Atlantic and Gulf 
Freight Conference and the 
Trans-Pacific Freight Confer- 
ence of Japan, at their respec- 
tive general meetings in Tokyo 
last Wednesday, decided to in- 
crease their tariff rates from 
Japan, Korea and Okinawa to 
all destinations in North Amer-

Both conferences gave the

Dock Building Approved 


The Mitsui Shipbuilding and 
Engineering Co. last week ob- 
tained the authorization of the 
Transportation Ministry to 
build a 57,000-gross-ton (85,000 
DWT) building dock and a 40,- 
000-gross-ton drydock at its 
Chiba works. 

The company intends to turn 
the 30,000-gross-ton’ drydock 
now under construction into a 
57,000-gross-ton building dock, 
with work due to be complet- 
ed by March of next year. 

Construction work is schedul- 
ed to be started on a 40,000- 
gross-ton drydock in January 
1963 for completion by October
